SION OF VETERANS SERVICES FOR THE BLACKFOOT CEMETERY FOR FISCAL YEAR7
2022; PROVIDING REAPPROPRIATION AUTHORITY FOR THE FEDERAL GRANT FUND;8
PROVIDING REAPPROPRIATION AUTHORITY FOR THE COVID-19 RELIEF FUND; PRO-9
VIDING REAPPROPRIATION AUTHORITY FOR THE AMERICAN RESCUE PLAN FUND;10
PROVIDING REAPPROPRIATION AUTHORITY FOR THE VETERANS HOME ENDOWMENT11
INCOME FUND; PROVIDING REAPPROPRIATION AUTHORITY FOR THE VETERANS12
RECOGNITION INCOME FUND; AND DECLARING AN EMERGENCY.13

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Idaho:14

SECTION 1. There is hereby appropriated to the Division of Veterans15
Services the following amounts to be expended according to the designated16
expense classes from the listed funds for the period July 1, 2022, through17

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SECTION 5. REAPPROPRIATION AUTHORITY. There is hereby reappropriated1
to the Division of Veterans Services any unexpended and unencumbered bal-2
ances appropriated to the Division of Veterans Services for fiscal year 20223
from the Federal Grant Fund for the following purposes: the Blackfoot ceme-4
tery expenses, veterans homes equipment purchases, construction costs for5
the Post Falls veterans home, the Boise veterans cemetery, and the Pocatello6
and Lewiston veterans homes projects in an amount not to exceed $30,760,8007
to be used for nonrecurring expenditures for the period July 1, 2022, through8
June 30, 2023, for the purpose of the Blackfoot cemetery expenses, veter-9
ans homes equipment purchases, construction costs for the Post Falls veter-10
ans home, the Boise veterans cemetery, and the Pocatello and Lewiston vet-11
erans homes projects. The Office of the State Controller shall confirm the12
reappropriation amount, by fund, expense class, and program, with the Leg-13
islative Services Office prior to processing the reappropriation authorized14
herein.15

SECTION 6. REAPPROPRIATION AUTHORITY. There is hereby reappropriated16
to the Division of Veterans Services any unexpended and unencumbered bal-17
ances appropriated to the Division of Veterans Services for fiscal year 202218
from the COVID-19 Relief Fund for the veterans homes COVID-19 response in an19
amount not to exceed $4,887,000 to be used for nonrecurring expenditures for20
the period July 1, 2022, through June 30, 2023, for the purpose of veterans21
homes COVID-19 response. The Office of the State Controller shall confirm22
the reappropriation amount, by fund, expense class, and program, with the23
Legislative Services Office prior to processing the reappropriation autho-24
rized herein.25

SECTION 7. REAPPROPRIATION AUTHORITY. There is hereby reappropriated26
to the Division of Veterans Services any unexpended and unencumbered bal-27
ances appropriated to the Division of Veterans Services for fiscal year 202228
from the American Rescue Plan Fund for the purpose of acquiring personal pro-29
tective equipment (PPE) and supplemental staffing at veterans homes in an30
amount not to exceed $4,324,300 to be used for nonrecurring expenditures for31
the period July 1, 2022, through June 30, 2023, for the purpose of acquiring32
PPE and supplemental staffing. The Office of the State Controller shall con-33
firm the reappropriation amount, by fund, expense class, and program, with34
the Legislative Services Office prior to processing the reappropriation au-35
thorized herein.36

SECTION 8. REAPPROPRIATION AUTHORITY. There is hereby reappropriated37
to the Division of Veterans Services any unexpended and unencumbered bal-38
ances appropriated to the Division of Veterans Services for fiscal year 202239
from the Veterans Home Endowment Income Fund for equipment at the state vet-40
erans homes in an amount not to exceed $384,500 to be used for nonrecurring41
expenditures for the period July 1, 2022, through June 30, 2023, for the42
purpose of acquiring equipment for state veterans homes. The Office of the43
State Controller shall confirm the reappropriation amount, by fund, expense44
class, and program, with the Legislative Services Office prior to processing45
the reappropriation authorized herein.46

SECTION 9. REAPPROPRIATION AUTHORITY. There is hereby reappropriated1
to the Division of Veterans Services any unexpended and unencumbered bal-2
ances appropriated to the Division of Veterans Services for fiscal year 20223
from the Veterans Recognition Income Fund for the addition of a fourth vet-4
erans home in Post Falls in an amount not to exceed $11,157,100 to be used5
for nonrecurring expenditures for the period July 1, 2022, through June 30,6
2023, for the purpose of the addition of a fourth veterans home in Post Falls.7
The Office of the State Controller shall confirm the reappropriation amount,8
by fund, expense class, and program, with the Legislative Services Office9
prior to processing the reappropriation authorized herein.10

SECTION 10. An emergency existing therefor, which emergency is hereby11
declared to exist, this act shall be in full force and effect on and after its12
passage and approval.13
